PETITION FOR VACATION OF STREET 


Robert E. Livergood, Sr. and Naomi Livergood, and Clayton 

T. Hetrick and Roberta G. Hetrick, hereby respectfully petition 

the Plan Commission of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana and the 

Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana to vacate the 

following portion of Glenwood Avenue located within the corporate 

limits of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, described in the 

following words and figures, to wit: 

Vacate that portion of Glenwood Avenue com- 
mencing at a point of the southeast corner 
of Lot No. 4 of Arnold's Suburban Division 
(recorded in Plat Book 17 at page 95 in the 
Office of the County Recorder of Allen 
County, Indiana) and running in a westerly 
direction along the aforementioned Lot No. 

4 a distance of 292 feet and then in a 
southerly direction a distance of 50 feet 
to the northwest corner of Lot No. 5 of the 
aforementioned division and then in an 
easterly direction 292 feet to the northeast 
corner of Lot No. 5 and then in a northerly 
direction to the place of beginning, such 
place of beginning being the southeast 
corner of Lot No. 4 in the aforementioned 
division, this right of way being 50 feet 
in width and 292 feet in length. 

In support of this Petition, the petitioners represent the 
following facts to be true; 

1. That Robert E. Livergood, Sr. and Naomi Livergood are 

husband and wife and are the owners of the following described 

real estate in Allen County, Indiana, to wit: 

Lot No. 5 of Arnold's Suburban Division, such 
division being a part of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, such division being recorded 
in Plat Book 17, page 95, which is part of 
the records in the Office of the Recorder of 
Allen County, Indiana. 

That Clayton T. Hetrick and Roberta G. Hetrick are husband 
and wife and are the owners of the following described real 
estate in Allen County, Indiana, to wit: 


Lot No. 4 of Arnold's Suburban Division, such 
division being a part of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, such division being recorded 
in Plat Book 17, page 95, which is part of 
the records in the Office of the Recorder of 
Allen County, Indiana. 

2. That, although the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana owns the 
aforedescribed portion of Glenwood Avenue, no through right of 
way, as improved, exists and that, in fact, the aforedescribed 
right of way has never been used as a public way for vehicles of 
any nature nor has it been used by pedestrians. 

3. That the petitioners are the contiguous land owners to 
the aforedescribed right of way and that the petitioners consent 
to the vacation of the aforedescribed right of way, as indicated 
by the Exhibit attached hereto and made a part hereof and labeled 
"Exhibit A." 

4. That the only persons, entities, firms, or corporations 
which might have a particular or specific interest in the 
requested vacation or upon whose property the vacation of the 
aforedescribed right of way might have some effect is the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and the citizens thereof. 

5. The petitioners represent that the aforedescribed right 
of way is neither necessary nor advantageous to the growth of 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, nor to the traffic patterns, 
thereof; that the vacation of the aforedescribed right of way 
will not, by effect thereof, cause any real estate within the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana to be left without ingress or egress 
by means of a public way or street and that, in fact, all real 
property owners abutting the aforedescribed right of way herein 
sought to be vacated have, or will have, adequate means of ingress 
and egress from either Glenwood Avenue or Hobson Road; that, 
furthermore, the vacation of the aforedescribed right of way 
will not operate to limit ingress or egress of the general 
populace to any church, school, or public ground, and that 


said vacation would be in the best interests of the City of 
Fort Wayne , Indiana, and the citizens thereof, and that vacation 
of the aforedescribed right of way will enable the petitioners 
to make advantageous and proper development of the real property 
involved . 

6. That the petitioners file this Petition pursuant to the 
authority granted under Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated 53-736 
and 53-756. 

WHEREFORE, the petitioners pray that this aforedescribed 
right of way be vacated according to all provisions of the law of 
the State of Indiana pertaining thereto and that the Master 
Plan be amended to effect such vacation of the aforedescribed 
right of way.
